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FURTHER INCREASE IN UNITED KINGDOM 
EXPORTS IN 1949 


A brief summary of trade in December and the year 1949 1s given below. 


A survey of the trade returns of United Kingdom exports 


and imports in 1949 will be given in next week's issue of the Board of Trade Journal. 


NITED KINGDOM December amounted to 
£153-8 million. The figure for the fourth quarter of the 
year ({£469-4 million) showed a substantial recovery from the 
decline recorded in the second and third quarters and exceeded 
the January-March peak by £9-5 million. Exports in 1949 as a 
whole, at {1,784-4 million, were {202-6 million more than in 1948. 
The value of imports in December, £195-7 million, brought the 
fourth quarter’s figure to £591-1 million, an increase of £29-5

there was a rise of £194-4 million to £2,272-5 million. Re-exports 


( 


amounted to {4:7 million in December and £58-6 million for the 
year. 

The excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports (valued 
f.o.b.) in 1949 therefore was £429-5 million, only slightly less than 
in 1948. ‘There was a very sharp rise in the adverse balance in the 
second quarter to £ 134-2 million and although by the fourth quarter 
this was reduced to £105-8 million, the latter figure was still more 
than two-thirds above the January-March level, largely as a result 
of the increase in the sterling value of imports after devaluation. 

The month of December contained only 25 working days against 
26 in November, and although the value of United Kingdom exports 
fell by £6-5 million compared with the previous month, the daily 
rate of exports was only slightly below the November record and 
3 per cent. above the rate for the first quarter of the year. Exports 
of parcel post in December were, however, nearly £3 million higher 
than the average for earlier months of the year and if this seasonally 
higher value is discounted, the daily rate in December was 2 per cent. 
below that in November. The following table shows the value in 
£ million of exports in each month of 1949 adjusted to a standard 
month of 26 working days:

In order to measure changes in the volume of trade by eliminating 
the effect of price changes, exports are revalued at 1938 prices. On 
this basis it is provisionally estimated that the volume of exports 
in December was 156 per cent. of the 1938 average, compared with 
162 per cent. in November and 158 per cent. in October. On the 
basis of this provisional estimate the volume in the fourth quarter 
was about 2 per cent. higher than in the first quarter, while for the

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year as a whole the volume exported was approximately one-half more

Details of December Exports 


The value of manufactured goods exported in December, at £127°5 
million, was £9-2 million less than in November. The principal 
reduction was in the vehicles group which fell by £5:1 million to 
£26°5 million, and this was largely due to lower exports of ships, 
which were down from the high figure of £6°1 million in November 
to £2°9 million in December. Exports of cars and chassis were 
valued at £7:1 million, a reduction of £1-2 million, while the number 
fell by 4,191 to 23,763. Exports of commercial vehicles and chassis 
in December numbered 8,882, 324 less than in the previous month, 
but the value was unchanged at £3-9 million. ‘There was a reduction 
of £1-°5 million in exports of machinery to £22-9 million and a fall of 
£1 million (to £11-1 million) for cotton yarns and manufactures. 
There was however a small rise for iron and steel, and the figures for 
both chemicals, drugs, etc., and woollen and worsted goods were 
maintained at the November level. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco at £10°7 million were the 
highest on record; exports of spirits increased by £0-5 million to 
£2-7 million. The value of raw materials exported fell by £0-8 
million to £9 million due to a reduction in exports of coal (to £5-3 
million) from the record post-war level reached in November 


Exports in 1949 


The total value of exports of manufactures in 1949 rose by £181-9 
million compared with 1948 to £1,558°6 million. By far the greater 
part of this increase was accounted for by the rise of 17 per cent. for 
metal goods (to £893 million) part of this being due to increased 
prices; exports of textiles rose by 11 per cent. to £359-5 million, there 
being little difference between average prices for the two years ; other 
manufactures increased by only 6 per cent. 

Among the metals groups, vehicles, machinery and iron and steel 
each rose by about one-fifth in value compared with the previous year, 
while non-ferrous metals were up by one-sixth, but there were smaller 
increases for cutlery, hardware, etc., and electrical goods. ‘The value 
of vehicles exported showed a sharp increase in the fourth quarter

of 1949 after the reduction in the middle of the year and, at £87:1 
million, passed the first quarter level by £7°8 million. The figure 
for machinery during October-December however was still slightly 
less than in the first quarter at £71 million. Exports of iron and 
steel during the second and third quarters had shown only a small 
reduction compared with the first quarter, and in the fourth quarter 
the value rose to £34-4 million, £3-4 million above the January-March 
total. None of the three remaining metal groups has regained the 
first quarter level. 

Exports of cotton goods in 1949 as a whole were 21 per cent. above 
the 1948 figure, but there has been a continuous reduction since the 
first three months of the year and the figure for the fourth quarter 
(£35-5 million) was the lowest for a year and a half. Exports of 
woollen and worsted goods rose by 9 per cent. in value compared 
with the previous year but have not yet fully recovered from the 
reduction in the middle of 1949, while silk and artificial silk yarns 
and manufactures (7 per cent. above 1948 in the year as a whole) fell 
in the fourth quarter to only £8-7 million, compared with £11-6 
million during January-March. The figures for miscellaneous 
textile manufactures and apparel were lower in 1949 than in the 
previous year and both showed reductions in the fourth quarter 
compared with the first three months of the year. 

Exports of chemicals, drugs, etc., increased slightly during October- 
December, but neither for this group nor for pottery, glass, etc., was 
the first quarter peak reached. 

Among raw materials, the principal increase has been for coal, 
which rose by 30 per cent. in value compared with 1948; the rise

sterling, exports to the United States in the fourth quarter rose by 
about {8-7 million compared with July-September to £20 million, 
the major increases being in spirits, cars, non-ferrous metals, woollens 
and worsteds and chemicals. The rise for Canada between the third 
and fourth quarters was from {18:7 million to {21-5 million, due 
mainly to increases for non-ferrous metals, spirits and chemicals, 
but there was a reduction in exports of woollen and worsted manu- 
actures. Exports to the United States during 1949 as a whole 
amounted to provisionally {57-1 million, £9-1 million less than in 
1948, but the year’s figure for Canada rose by £7-9 million to about 
£79 8 million. 

Converting these figures to United States dollars (at $2-80 = £1 
in the fourth quarter, and $4-03 = {1 in earlier periods) exports. 
to the United States amounted to about $56 mullion during 
October-December, one-quarter higher than during the previous 
three months, but exports to Canada, at about $60 million, were one- 
fifth below the third quarter level.

Imports during the Year 

As mentioned earlier, the value of total imports in 1949 was £2,272°5 
million, or {194-4 million more than in 1948. Between the first 
and second quarters of the year there was a rise of 8 per cent., which 
was followed by a small reduction during the third quarter. The 
figure for the fourth quarter, £591+1 million, was about 5 per cen 
above the value recorded in the three months prior to the chanze in 
the sterling-dollar exchange which suggests that there was 
slight fall in the volum goods imported.

Of the total increase of {194-4 million during 1949 compared with 
the previous year, the higher value of imports of food, drink and 
tobacco (£969-2 million) accounted for £86 million. Imports of 
raw materials, at {:774-1 million, showed an increase of £89-8 million 
while imports of manufactures rose by £22-9 million to £508-9 
million. 


Among the food groups, the most important increase was that of 
one-third for dairy produce (to £176:1 million) which accounted for 
more than half the total rise in this class. Imports of miscellaneous 
foodstuffs were up by nearly a fifth to £163-3 million and there was an 
increase of 16 per cent. for meat (£146-1 million), but there was a 
reduction of nearly one-tenth for grain and flour (£182-8 million) 


The major rise among raw materials was for raw wool which, at 
£129-6 million was nearly a half more than in the previous year 
There was an increase of one-fifth in the value of oils, oilseed, etc., 
imported ({£171-6 million) while imports of raw cotton rose by 14 
per cent. to £121°5 million; the figures for wood and timber (£100-1 
million) and iron ore and scrap (£35-5 million) both showed less 
important increases. ‘There were reductions in several of the less 
important groups, of which the most signifizant fall was of one- 
quarter (to {22-4 million) in the value of imports of raw rubber 


Imports of manufactured oils in 1949 fell by 14 per cent. to £111-7 
million, but this was more than offset by increases in other groups 
Imports of iron and steel, at £37-6 million, were nearly double the 
value recorded in 1948 and there was a rise of 5 per cent. (to £93-5 
million) for non-ferrous metals, while imports of machinery were 
up by 15 per cent. to £47°8 million. The effect of the increase in 
sterling average values following the change in exchange rates was 
more marked in the case of manufactured goods and accounted for 
part of the rise in the value of imports in 1949. 


Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports in 
December and the year 1949 were published on January 20.% The 
tables on pages 115, 116 and 117, give summary fizures for December

MEMORANDUM setting out the prospective economic position 

of the United Kingdom during the remaining two years of the 
European Recovery Programme was published on January 12 as a 
White Paper (Cmd.

This memorandum was submitted in accordance with the request 
issued to all participating countries by O.E.E.C. (the organization 
for European Economic Co-operation) for material illustrating how 
they intend to move towards independence of extraordinary « 
assistance from the United States in the course of the

certain assumptions laid down by O.E.E.C. These 
which are very far-reaching, presuppose conditions 
which are beyond the powers of any of the participating countries to 
control. They were laid down by O.E.E.C. as it was necessary, 
if any comparison of the intentions of the member countries was 
to be made, that a common basis of calculation should exist. 

The first assumption is a given amount of United States Aid. 
For 1950/51 this was to be 75 per cent. of 1949/50. For the United 
Kingdom this gives a figure of $720 million. This advance esti- 
mate of United States Aid is the key to the difference between the 
memorandum and the submission made to O.E.E.C. a year ago, 
the United Kingdom “long-term programme’ (Cmd. 7572) 
Countries were then invited to state and justify the amount of aid 
which they expected they would need: the latest memorandum is 
n no sense a “ bid”’ for aid. 

The second assumption is that United States business activity 
will be maintained at the levels of the second and third quarters 
of 1949. The United Kingdom and the Commonwealth countries’ 
sales to the dollar area are, of course, very susceptible to changes 
in the levels of United States business activity. 

The third assumption is that prices of supplies from the dollar 
area remain at the level of October 20, 1949. 

It is also an implicit assumption of the memorandum that there 
is to be no general inflation in the non-dollar areas and that the 
volume of production and trade will continue to expand. 

Given that these assumptions are fulfilled, the United Kingdom 
memorandum makes the cautious estimate that the dollar deficit 
can be removed by 1952/53, that progress can be made in recovering 
the reserves of gold and dollars lost over the past two years in spite 
of Marshall Aid and that the capital position as a whole 
strengthened.

In the third quarter—before trade was affected by the devaluation 
of sterling and other currencies which took place on September 18 
there was a marked and unexpected improvement in Europe’s trade 
position with the United States. Imports from the United States 
were heavily reduced during the quarter and the decline of Europe’s 
exports to the United States which had taken place in the first half 
of the year was halted. For some countries, including the United 
Kingdom, there was even a slight increase in exports to the United 
States. 

In consequence, Europe’s trade deficit with the United States (as 
measured by United States trade statistics) was smaller than it has 
been in any quarter since the end of 1946. At the same time there 
was also an improvement in trade with other areas, especially Latin 
America with which both exports and imports increased. This 
appears to have been largely the result of the dollar shortage in these 
overseas areas which has tended a diversion of their track 
away from the United States and towards Europe.

Developments in trade within Europe were less favourable. While 
trade in foodstuffs increased in Western Europe, trade between 
Eastern and Western Europe, which was already at a very low level, 


declined still further.

In contrast to the improvement in the trade position, the rate of 
expansion of industrial production in most European countries tended 
to slow down in the third quarter and to fall below the high 
of increase which prevailed in the first half of the year. This slacken- 
ing in the expansion of production has now become apparent in 
France where industrial production had for some time past been 
increasing at a remarkably rapid and steady rate. 

Since the devaluation of many currencies in late 
prices of major primary goods imported from the 
other overseas countries have, on the whole, shown little tendency 
to decline in terms of dollars. Price quotations of such goods are 
accordingly rising in terms of devalued currencies, particularly those 
which have been devalued by as much as 20 or 30 per cent. .

Price Reductions for Lino

THe PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
announces that in consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee, the Board have made an Order* which supersedes the 
Linoleum and Printed Felt Base (Maximum 
Order, 1947, (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 967) 


The new Order, which comes into force on February 6 applies 
to all new linoleum and printed felt base. For home manufactured

Study of American Statistical Methods

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Customs and Excise 1950 
Import and Export Lists 


HE ATTENTION of importers and exporters is drawn to the 

recently published official Import and Export Lists setting out 
the classified descriptions under which as from January 1, 1950, 
goods are to be entered with the Customs and Excise Department.* 

These Lists contain notes for the guidance of traders in the pre- 
paration by them, or by agents acting on their behalf, of the appropriate 
document required by law to be lodged with the Customs and 
Excise Department for goods imported into or exported from the 
United Kingdom. ‘Traders are again reminded that it is from 
these documents that the Statistical Office of the Customs and 
Excise Department compile the statistics of the external trade of 
the United Kingdom, which are published by the Stationery Office 
monthly in an abridged form in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, 
and in full detail in the Annual Statement of Trade. It is therefore 
essential for the accuracy of the published statistics that the informa- 
tion given and declared on the Customs Import entry and on the 
Export Shipping Bill or Specification shall be both full and accurate, 
with particular regard to the following :— 


Goods must be described in accordance with the appropriate 
classification prescribed in the Import or Export List. 

The technical or trade names and descriptions under which 
the goods are ordinarily bought or sold must be given It is 
not sufficient to show catalogue numbers only. 

The quantities in terms of the unit or units shown in the Import 
or Export List must be given. Where a weight unit is specified 
the net weight of the goods, i.e. exclusive of packings and wrappings, 
is required. 

The value must conform to the definition prescribed in the 
Import or Export List. 

In the case of exports, if not wholly of United Kingdom manu- 
facture, particulars must be given of any process which the goods 
have undergone in this country. 


The 1950 Import and Export Lists show a considerable reduction 
in the number of headings as compared with the 1949 Lists. This 
has resulted from a detailed examination undertaken by the Board 
of Trade and the Customs and Excise Department with the object 
of eliminating individual items which in recent years have become of 
little statistical importance in the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom. To assist traders the 1950 Lists give details of the 
headings distinguished separately in 1949 which have been omitted 
and the appropriate descriptions in the 1950 Lists under which such 
goods are to be entered. 

A number of entirely new headings have, however, been included 
in the 1950 Import and Export Lists and the particular attention of 
traders should be given to these. 


It has been found that agents responsible for lodgment of entry 
on behalf of traders have frequently experienced difficulties in making 
prompt and full declarations owing to their not having been provided 
with all the necessary information at the proper time. The Board of 
Trade and the Customs and Excise Department urge on all manu- 
facturers, merchants and agents that the fullest information for 
correct entry of goods shall be made readily available. 


The majority of Trade Associations and Export Groups are 
familiar with the appropriate Import and Export List classifications 
of their particular products. ‘Traders are therefore recommended 
in cases of doubt to refer to their Trade Association or Export Group 
or to the Customs and Excise Department for guidance as to Import 
or Export List requirements

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World Wool Situation 


HE raw wool market continued to harden during December and 

although crossbred prices tended to fail in London at the beginning 
of the month they recovered somewhat in New Zealand in the closing 
weeks, it is stated by the Commonwealth Economic Committee in 
their monthly Wool Intelligence. ‘The monthly average prices 
published by the Joint Organization showed a further rise in December 
for the finer merino categories (64's and 70’s) ; 60’s were unchanged. 
Fine crossbreds also increased slightly, whereas medium and coarse 
crossbreds fell quite significantly. The test for the wool market would 
appear to be in the second half of the season when the disturbing 
influences due to the alteration of sterling and other currencies’ 
exchange-rates with the American dollar will have had time to 
disappear 

Wool textile production is generally being well maintained and in 
those countries where it tended to decline during the first half of last 
year, some recovery has since taken place. Nevertheless it is doubtful 
whether total raw wool consumption in 1949 will have been signifi- 
cantly higher than in 1948 ; indeed, it might even prove to have been 
smaller. 


Trade 


Exports from Australia continued in October at a higher rate than 
in the previous season, and for the first four months of the season 
amounted to 320 million Ib. (actual weight), an increase of 14 per cent. 
on the 282 million lb. exported in the same period of 1948. Exports 
from New Zealand and the Union of South Africa, however, were 
lower than in the 1948-49 season ; exports from New Zealand, for 
the first four months at 77 million lb., were 25 per cent. less, and from 
the Union, at 62 million lb. in July-November, 19 per cent. less. 
There was a sharp increase in exports from Argentina in the first two 
months of the season, when 43 million lb. were shipped, compared 
with 15 million lb. in the 1948-49 season. Uruguay similarly exported 
an increased quantity in the first month of the season. 


During the first eleven months of 1949 the United Kingdom im- 
ported 17 per cent. more than in the comparable period of 1948, and 
Belgium and Italy during the period January-October increased their 
imports 11 per cent. and 34 per cent., respectively. Imports into the 
United States, however, were reduced by more than half during the 
first three-quarters of the year. French imports to August were 10 per 
cent. above the level of the previous year. 


Activity 

The wool textile industry experienced a fairly general recovery 
during the second half of 1949. Production of both tops and yarn 
in the United States expanded quite sharply between June and August 
though output of apparel tops for the first eight months of the year 
was 46 per cent. less than in 1948 and of yarn 23 per cent. less. In 
the United Kingdom activity in October reached its highest level of 
the post-war pe riod, 


Tops production during the first ten months of 1949 was two per 
cent. heavier than in the corresponding period of 1948 ; the increase 
in the output of merino tops more than offset the decline in crossbred 
tops. In the same period deliveries of worsted yarn were six per cent 
higher than in 1948. 


France produced slightly more tops in the first ten months of 1949 
than in the same period of 1948, but four per cent. less worsted yarn 
and nine per cent. less woollen yarn. ‘Tissue production was only 
slightly reduced. ‘Top production in the Netherlands in the first 
three-quarters of the year was 16 per cent. less than in 1948 but worsted 
yarn production was 11 per cent. greater. ‘There was a very small 
decline in the production of woollen yarn. Belgian production of 
tops was 12 per cent. less in the period January October than in 1948, 
and deliveries of worsted yarn seven per cent. lower. Production of 
woollen yarn, however, increased by ten per cent. 


Wool consumption in the United Kingdom in the period January 
October last was the same as in the pervious year. In the United 
States during the first eight months of the year wool consumption was 
reduced by 34 per cent. on the previous year. Consumption in the 
Netherlands was five per cent. higher in the period January-September 
than in the same period of 1948. Precise figures are not available for 
France and Belgium, but it is probable that there were slight reduc- 
tions in the levels of consumption in these countries.

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European Steel Trends in the Setting 


of World Market 


T {E NEED for supplies of steel to ensure sound economic develop- 

ment is emphasized in a study prepared by the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe entitled “‘ European Steel Trends 
in the Setting of the World Market,” available from H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2,. and branches, price 11s. (by post, 
11s. 6d.) 

The main purpose of the present study is to throw some light on 
the probable evolution of European steel production and consumption 
under present plans ; to call attention to some evident dangers ; and 
to indicate the need for intensified European co-operation in this 
field. A summary of the study issued by the United Nations’ states 
that the report begins with an examination of the prospects for 
European exports of steel to non-European areas. In order to 
estimate the maximum likely level of European exports to non- 
European areas in 1953, it proved necessary to establish for all the 
major regions, and even the major countries, the probable future 
course of production and consumption. Net imports were derived 
from a prior estimate of these variables. Production and consumption 
estimates, in turn, were developed by an examination of the post-war 
situation and prospects in the light of the trend of developments since 
1925. ‘The conclusion is that the maximum that Europe is likely to 
be able to export to overseas markets in 1953, is 4,100,000 tons, 
which represents 80 per cent of the estimated overseas import require- 
ments of some 5 million tons. 

An attempt is made to establish the maximum likely level of 
European steel consumption in the year 1953. The Steel Division 
Secretariat arrives at the conclusion that the “ practical ’’’ maximum 
consumption within Europe in 1953, provided it is a year of full 
employment, will be 58,000,000 tons. 


Conditions of Production 


Conditions of production in Europe are examined from the following 
points of view :— 

adequacy of raw materials ; 

competitive position of Europe’s steel industry as compared with 

that of the United States ; 

minimizing the cost of steel. 

The study emphasizes that, in order to achieve an efficient self- 
supporting European economy, which would make possible a high 
level of steel consumption and enable Europe to recapture an 80 per 
cent. share of the world’s steel markets, the prices of raw materials in 
Europe would have to be reduced and her production efficiency 
improved by suitable modernization of plant and equipment. With 
the exception of manganese ore, Europe as a whole could be self- 
sufficient on an economic basis, so far as steel making raw materials 
are concerned, and it therefore lies in her power to improve her 
efficiency and restore her competitive ability in world markets. 

Existing steel-production plans are considered against the back- 
ground of the prospects outlined in the previous parts of the text. 
It is concluded, on present evidence, that the European countries plan 
a disproportionate volume of investment in steel capacity ; it is 
suggested that the development of steel consumption, by increased 
investment in construction, power, engineering and other steel-using 
industries, might well be relatively higher priority. 
The main lines of co-operative action among European countries 
with respect to steel, which would appear useful and even necessary 
if the common requirement of cheap and abundant steel of good 
quality is to be achieved are also dealt with. _ In view of the conclusion 
that the bilateral structure of trade in raw materials has artificially 
increased steel costs, international action to reduce the cost of steel- 
making raw materials is suggested. Since considerations of efficient 
manufacture require large-scale operations for the manufacture of 
many steel products, international action to reduce barriers to intra- 
European trade in steel is proposed for consideration.

In order to achieve both long-run and short-run improvements in 
productivity, arrangements for the regular interchange of technical 
information, for the stimulation of technical research, and for carry- 
ing forward productivity studies are submitted as possible lines of 
practical co-operation.

which was now our biggest net United States dollar-earner 

In the first eleven months of 1949, 147,000 dollar visitors came to 
our shores, compared with 113,000 in the same period of 1948. In 
addition, 31,000 passed through in transit, compared with 26,000 
They spent £16-5 million, as compared with £11-7 million spent by 
dollar visitors in the same period of 1948, quite apart from their 
expenditure on British ships and aircraft for the journey across. 

An essential part of tourist activity was the central organization 
required, not only to conduct vigorous publicity for travel to this 
country on the other side of the Atlantic, but also to co-ordinate the 
efforts of the various trades which were concerned with the tourist 
business in this country, and to stimulate and assist them in the task 
of welcoming our American and Canadian friends. The body, which 
since 1946 had been charged with these important duties, was the 
British Tourist and Holidays Board to which references had been 
made in the Press recently. This Board had done much valuable 
work since it was set up, but the time had come for its re-organization 
and a closer integration of the home and overseas side of its work. 
Proposals which would give effect to this recommendation had in 
fact been under discussion for many months past with the interests 
concerned, and now only awaited the approval of the Travel Associa- 
tion before they could come into effect. 

He was very glad to see in a Report of the Select Committee a 
mention of their appreciation of the work done and the time devoted 
to it by the unpaid members of the present Board and its various 
committees. He wished to add his own tribute to the devotion and 
public spirit which had been shown by the Chairman of the Board, 
Sir Alexander Maxwell, and his colleagues. And of course it was not 
possible to look at overseas tourism in this country without realizing 
the enormous job to be done on developing facilities for home holidays, 


hotels and other sides of the tourist industry. Any improvement in | 


facilities for holidays for our own people played its part in the develop- 
ment of tourism from overseas. 

An important part of the work of the British Tourist and Holidays 
Board had been the work of the Catering, Home Holidays and Hotels 
Divisions of the Board which had made a most valuable contribution 
to the work of promoting the Tourist Industry generally for a very 
modest expenditure. 

In the present financial year the total expenditure of the Board 
would be just over £600,000. Of this, £486,000 was a Government 
grant, and the Board expected to receive through the Travel Associa- 
tion some £75,000 from subscriptions and donations and £45,000 from 
advertising, sales of publications, etc. 

Of this money, the great bulk had naturally been spent on advertis- 
ing Great Britain as a tourist centre in foreign countries and par- 
ticularly in the United States and Canada. This and the other work 
of the Travel Association (which acted as the Tourist Division of the 
Board) would cost some £512,000 in the present financial year. He 
thought that the figures quoted above for our dollar earnings from 
tourism showed that this was money well spent, and had brought in a 
very satisfactory return. All the other Divisions of the Board taken 
together (Catering, Home Holidays and Hotels), together with the 
central staff of the British Tourist and Holidays Board itself would, 
this year, account for less than £93,000. The value of the work of 
this side of the organization was not, however, to be judged by the 
relatively small expenditure which in present circumstances was all 
that was possible.

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New Spinning, Weaving and Cloth Production 


Records in 


VERAGE weekly output in the five weeks ended December 3 

set up new records for spinning and weaving, the highest produc- 

tion being in the last week of the period. Output of single yarn, 
at 17-14 million lbs., was almost 2 per cent. above both the previous 
record of last May and the figure for October, while it was 4 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier. The increase was due to bigger production 
of the coarse and medium counts; the November average for the finer 
counts, at 0°43 million Ibs., was 4 per cent. below the October figure 
and almost a sixth lower than in November 1948. The weekly 
average for all types of single yarn, at 20-76 million lbs., was 3 per 
cent. higher than the previous record in May, 2 per cent. more than 
output in October and 6 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

The average weekly output of doubled yarn, at 5-01 million Ibs., 
exceeded 5 million Ibs. for the first time since last February, but was 
still 5§ per cent. below the figure for November 1948, although 3 
per cent. more than in October 1949, 


Cloth produced totalled 54-7 million linear yards, 1 per cent. more 
than the previous record in October and 6 per cent. higher than the 
November 1948 figure. The amount of cotton cloth was only frac- 
tionally larger than the figure for the previous month but production 
of rayon and mixture cloths was 14 per cent. more. Compared with 
a year earlier, cotton cloth was up by 3 per cent. and rayon and 


November 


mixtures by almost a fifth. 

Employment in the industry at the end of November showed an 
increase of 1,710 in spinning and 240 in the doubling sections, the 
increase in women workers being much larger than in men. The 
number actually at work in the spinning of cotton and spun rayon 
was 92-7 per cent. of the number on the employers’ books. In the 
weaving section there were 1,770 more at work than at the end of 
October, the largest increase again being in the number of women 


Machine activity reflected the additional numbers at work, wit! 
increases in all sections. The weekly average of the mule equivalent 
of single spindles running was 290,000 more than for October, that 
for doubling spindles was 9,000 greater and there were, on the average 
2,700 more looms running. 


Cotton Yarn Production 


Production of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarns, including 
waste, during the week ended December 31, was 12°78 million Ibs. 
compared with 19-88 and 20-95 million Ibs. for the two weeks ended 
December 24 and 17. 

Total production during the 52 weeks of 1949 was 989-82 million 
Ibs., approximately 5 per cent. below the target of 1,040 million Ibs 
for the year.

British Book Exhibitions for 
Canadian Universities 


THE BRITISH COUNCIL has sent to Canada three identical 

exhibitions of books for university reading to tour twenty uni- 
versities and public libraries before the end of the academic year in 
May. One exhibition was opened in London, Ontario, on January 16, 
and on the same day the other two exhibitions were opened in the 
Laval University, Quebec, and the University of British Columbia, 
Vancouver. 

One complete set of books has been provided free of charge by 
British publishers through the Publishers’ Association. 

There are 515 volumes in each display, divided between the 
humanities and science as follows: Pure Sciences, including Geo- 
graphy, Biology and Botany (75 titles) ; Medical (70 titles) ; Politics, 
Philosophy and Economics (65 titles); Engineering, including 
Electrical Engineering (60 titles); English (40 titles) ; Modern 
Languages (25 titles) ; Dictionaries (25) ; Classical Literature and 
History (25 titles) ; History (25 titles) ; Law (25 titles) ; Agricul- 
ture, including Veterinary Science and Forestry (25 titles) ; Religion 
and Theology (20 titles). 


They range from first year undergraduate textbooks to postgraduate 
specialist studies. Most of them are new, but reprints of works 
difficult to obtain in Canada during the war years have been included. 

Arrangements in Canada are in the care of Dr. James J. Talman, 
Librarian of the University of Western Ontario, London, and Chair- 
man of the Canadian Libraries Association Research Libraries Section.

Price Increase of Control Group 
Carpets 


HE Board of Trade announce that as from February 1, an increase 

in the maximum prices now fixed for price control group carpets 
will be allowed. This has been made necessary by the increase in 
price of raw materials, principally wool, which has followed the 
alteration in exchange rates of last September. 

At the same time a reduction in the retail margin from 40 per cent. 
on cost to 36% per cent. (7s. 4d. in the £) will be made on all new 
carpets and rugs manufactured in this country, both those in the 
price control group category and otherwise. The wholesale margin 
on home-produced carpets and rugs not in the price control group 
category will be reduced at the same time from 14:29 per cent. to 
124 per cent. 

These reductions in margins will apply to stocks in hand on Feb- 
ruary 1. The effect on shop prices, as new goods come through, will 
be an increase of about 12} per cent. 

‘** Price control group carpets,’’ which form the great bulk of home 
production, are the carpets commonly, though inaccurately, known as 
* utility.” 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Methods of Tests for Textiles 


The British Standards Institution has issued Handbook No. 11, 
** Methods of Tests for Textiles ’’ which provides, in easily accessible 
form, a comprehensive range of testing methods for assessing physical 
and chemical properties and characteristics of fibres, yarns and fabrics. 
An important section is that dealing with colour fastness to light and 
to some eighteen other agencies. Certain textile terms and definitions 
are given.

Textiles. At present most kinds of small goods are plentiful and 
competition is again keen. Japanese, Indian and Italian textiles are 
available at prices below those of British cloth and the latter is suffering 
atemporary slump. Importers await the results of the resumed trade 
in Japanese cotton piece-goods before ordering more expensive 
textiles from the United Kingdom. India has recovered much of her 
old trade in cotton goods and prices are keenly competitive. Italian 
rayon goods are preferred at present because of their low prices. 
Manchester goods are in demand mainly when good quality is wanted 
and it is probable that the demand for British cotton textiles will fall 
in proportion that Japanese and Indian cloth becomes available. The 
trade in woollen goods is, of course, small, there being no cold season 
in Malaya. 

Agricultural Equipment. Plantation equipment comes tradi- 
tionally from the United Kingdom ; but there are likely to be openings 
soon for agricultural machinery as the mechanization of plantations 
proceeds. The following are already in demand: diesel crawler 
tractors (40 h.p.), rootrakes, stumpers, treedozers, ploughs and disc 
harrows, rippers and dozecasters. Any equipment of this kind which 
may now be made in the United Kingdom could be sold here if 
marketed energetically. As it is considered to be essential for the 
Malayan economy, United States dollars would be provided if 
necessary by Government, so exports of this kind from the United 
Kingdom would be valuable dollar savers. 


Mining Equipment. Similarly, most of the equipment for 
Malayan tin mining comes already from the United Kingdom. But

Electricity Power Equipment. New electric power schemes in 
the Federation and Singapore will require equipment from the United 
Kingdom for an addition of up to 180,000 kilowatts capacity to the 
existing supply capacity of about 100,000 kW. The need for this 
extra energy 1s pressing ; and as it becomes available there will prob- 
ably be a corresponding increase in the industrialization and general 
development of the territory. In Singapore especially the expansion 
of industry and housing awaits the additions to the municipal electricity 
supply. There will be little scope urtil 1952, but there should then 
be a substantial increase in the demand for all kinds of industrial and 
domestic electrical goods. At present the market is saturated, and 
competition is keen, which will be accentuated soon with the arrival 
of Japanese and German electrical goods. 


Transport Requirements. The United Kingdom holds a com- 
manding position in the supply of transport equipment. Nearly all 
the rolling stock and materials for the railways (metre-gauge) come 
from Britain. On the roads there has been a big switch from American 
to British vehicles and accessories ; but the pent-up demand of after 
the war has been largely satisfied. Goods vehicles are selling only at 
the normal rate. 

There are still waiting lists for passenger cars and in consequence 
all shipments of continental makes (e.g., Renault, Citroen, Fiat, Skoda) 
are being sold quickly ; no American cars are being imported and 
imports from Canada have decreased considerably. Large powerful 
cars, however, are still popular and the maker who offers a cheap 
spacious and powerful vehicle will scoop the market. Post-war 
British 16 h.p. cars are useful, but more body space than they provide 
is wanted. ‘The market for motor-cycles is expanding and that mode 
of transport will increase in popularity. 

The bicycle trade has’ become extremely competitive and the best 
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makes are at present being sold at a loss ; imports of cheap Japanese 
machines are taking place and more are expected. German acces- 
sories have arrived, some of which are very cheap compared with both 
British and Japanese parts. 

Building Supplies. Cement and wall boards are in demand. 
Owing to an interruption in supplies from the United Kingdom, 
Indo-China and Formosa cement has been scarce and Japanese cement 
has been allowed in. In consequence of the shortage United Kingdom 
prices have been favourable and Malaya could take more if it were 
available, subject to there being no serious cuts in the prices of cement 
from other sources. The establishment of a local cement factory to

meet the pressing needs of the country is under consideration. 
is still scarce, though more is available than before ; 
structural steel could be sold. Other building materials are fairly 
plentiful, especially paint. There is a steady expansion of building 
throughout Malaya and the market should continue to expand, though 
it will not be possible to carry out much development outside the 
urban areas until the end of the present emergency created by banditry. 
When the planning of the new towns at Jesselton and Sandakan in 
British North Borneo is completed, there should be a demand from 
that colony for building materials. Supplies for that territory are 
normally obtained from Singapore. 

Hardware and Tools. ‘The extensive market in Malaya for hard- 
ware, tools and implements will be among the first to feel the effects of 
German competition. Already German hand-saws, knives and 
scissors have displaced others because of their lower prices. 

Refrigerators and Radios. Immediately after the war a useful 
market was built up here for refrigerators, radios, small air-condition- 
ing sets, and various other semi-luxuries from what are now hard 
currency countries. The shortage of these currencies has greatly 
reduced the flow of these goods and the demand for them, which is 
considerable and growing, can only be filled if they are available in the 
Urited Kingdom or from soft currency countries. British radios are 
well established and little immediate expansion may be expected 

Refrigerators of suitable types at not too high prices are coming in 
slowly ; but stocks of American machines are dwindling and there 
will be room for far more from the United Kingdom than are at 
present being imported. As the standard of living rises more people 
than ever will want refrigerators, especially the small models of about 
3/4 cu. ft. 1 demand also for models of around 
69 ft. Both electrically and kerosene-operated ma

Kingdom firms who can offer efficient, small air-conditioning set 
These make such an improvement to efficiency and comfort that they

Prospects for U.K. Imports 

The immediate prospects for United Kingdom exporters may b« 
summed up, therefore, as follows. ‘The market in Malaya and in 
parts of Asia supplied by the Malayan entrepots, principally Singapore, 
takes a useful amount of capital equipment, a certain quantity of semi- 
luxury equipment for the middle classes, and large amounts of cheap 
consumer goods. Most of the first comes already from the United 
Kingdom. In the next category there are good though limited 
prospects for expansion. For the last category price is a very im- 
portant consideration. 

There are large stocks already here of small goods imported mainly 
from Britain. But trade with Western Europe is opening up and 
imports from those countries and from Japan and Germany will be 
coming in increasing quantity in proportion as their prices are lower 
than those of United Kingdom products. 

If as a result of currency revaluation or for any other reason prices 
rise in the face of cheap imports from those countries, British goods 
will disappear from the Singapore bulk market ; and in the Federation 
they will maintain their position only with difficulty, and depending 
on the degree of protection afforded by Imperial Preference. 


Competitive Prices and Foreign Competition 
The free-port status of Singapore and its geographical position in 
relation to Japan makes it a testing ground for the competitiveness of 


hose 
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United Kingdom exports in Asia. British trade is well established in 
the Far East, thanks to the export drive and to the quick rehabilitation 
and relative stability of Singapore and Hong Kong as emporia for 
British goods. These are well introduced throughout the area, having 
profited also from the sellers’ market prevalent hitherto 

Now the position is changed and these goods must be sold in free 
competition with the cheaper products of a number of other countries. 
From the trend of the market in Singapore it is clear that no increase 
in British prices can be allowed if the position of the United Kingdom 
is to be maintained. With the prices of competitors’ goods showing a 
downward trend an upward move in British prices would be disastrous. 

Jefore the revaluation of sterling most of the German goods avail- 
able here were 30 per cent. cheaper than British, the new value of 
sterling eliminated this difference, but the subsequent devaluation of 
the western mark proportionately restored the advantage enjoyed by 
the Germans. Such Japanese goods as have reappeared in Malaya, 
chiefly textiles, bicycles and cameras, have been able to undercut most 
others quite easily ; an exception is cement, but this is probably 
because importers in Malaya agreed to pay high prices as they expected 
to be able to sell remuneratively. Czechoslovak cars, glassware and 
other goods are being sold at whatever prices will ensure sales 

While there is no cause for despondency it must be realized that 
Britain’s position in Malayan trade will be maintained only if the 
utmost effort is made to hold and, if possible, reduce prices while 
continuing to give the best quality and service. 


Stability of Market 

Subject to these considerations no fears need be entertained about 
the stability of Malaya as a long-term market. While banditry in the 
Federation is not yet by any means eliminated, recent evidence shows 
that the movement is ebbing. A major drive mobilising all civilian 
resources is soon to be launched. Progress towards self-government 
in the Federation and Singapore is steady and there is every reason to 
think that this will be achieved without drastic changes in the economic 
life of these territories or in their close ties with the United Kinydom 
Meanwhile Singapore, Penang, and the urban areas of the Federation 
stand out in south-east Asia as centres of order and prosperity, and 
would undoubtedly attract much of the present fugitive industry and 
in this part of Asia if the physical means for deve lopm« nt 
electric power) were more plentiful than they are.

How the trade will be done after the 
assumption of power by the Indonesians is a subject for speculation 
but United Kingdom firms will find it an advantage to be able to trade 
through Singapore, especially if quick deliveries from stocks there are 
required. ‘The conveniences offered by Singapore as an emporium in 
south-east Asia were responsible for the rapid growth of this port, 
and these advantages are still very much a reality when trade with 
Indonesia, Borneo, and other nearby territories is concerned.

‘Two-thirds of Malaya’s import trade is done 
through Singapore, which is the most convenient centre for trade with 
the mainland or the adjacent islands ; Penang is next in importance in 
this respect. If the trade is confined to the Federation, the capital 
Kuala Lumpur is the best centre, goods entering through Singapore 
or Port Swettenham.

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United Kingdom Industrial Mission 
to Pakistan 


THE British Government have accepted an invitation from the 
Pakistan Government to send an Industrial Mission to Pakistan. 
It will arrive in Karachi on February 26, 1950, and will spend about 
three weeks in Pakistan. 

The Mission will be led by Lord Burghley, K-C.M.G. The other 
members will be the Hon. A. D. Campbell, C.B.E. (Textile industry); 
Dr. G. I. Higson (Chemical Industry); Mr. E. C. Holroyde (Electrical 
Industry) ; Lt.-Col. Sir Cyril Jones, C.B.E. (Food Processing); 
Mr. W. J. H. Rennie (Civil Engineering); Mr. S. A. Wright (Agri- 
cultural Machinery Industry); and a representative of the Trades 
Union Congress who has not yet been finally nominated. Mr. 
W. Godfrey the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Pakistan will also be a member of the Mission, ex officio, and Mr. M. J. 
Watt of the Federation of British Industries will be attached to it in 
an advisory capacity. The Secretary of the Mission will be Mr. J. 
Gray of the Board of Trade 

The Mission’s terms of reference will be :— 

To explore and report to the United Kingdom Government on 
the steps which might be taken to assist the flow of trade in both 
directions between the United Kingdom and Pakistan, and par- 
ticularly on the way in which the United Kingdom industrial and 
commercial interests could assist further in the planning and execu- 
tion of schemes which the Pakistan Government have under 
consideration for the economic development of their country and 
the expansion of its trade. 


United Kingdom and Scandinavian Talks 


DISCUSSIONS opened in London on Monday between officials 
of the Danish, Norwegian, Swedish and United Kingdom Govern-

NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal on November 5, 1949, 

(page 899), outlined the French import certificate procedure. The 
French Journal Officiel of November 29, 1949, announced certain 
amendments to the procedure in respect of goods— 

(a) which are paid for before importation ; 

(b) which originate in and are imported directly from countries 
participating in the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation or from one of their overseas territories, and 

(c) for which import quotas have been abolished. 

Import certificates for goods falling within this classification are to 
be made out in six copies by the French importer on Form C.I. 2 
instead of Form C.I. 1 as formerly. As before, the six copies are 
lodged with the Office des Changes and five copies, of which one is 
visaed by the Office and bears a minute authorizing the opening of a 
credit, are later returned to the importer. As before also, the visaed 
copy is then passed to the bank. The remaining four copies must now 
be presented, together with the usual import declaration, by the 
importer to the Customs within four or six months (instead of one as 
formerly) from the date of the Office des Changes’ visa according to 
whether the goods are imported from a European country or from an 
extra-European territory. Import certificates remain valid where 
the goods concerned have been despatched directly to France before 
the expiry of the period of validity of the certificate. As before, the 
Customs will return to the importer one endorsed copy of the certifi- 
cate. The latter must now be forwarded to the bank within six or 
eight months (instead of two) from the date of the Office des Changes’ 
visa according to whether the goods are imported from a European 
country or from an extra-European territory.

Polish Compensation Talks Discontinued 


THE ANGLO-POLISH financial negotiations, which began last 
February in accordance with Article 12 of the Trade and Finance 
Agreement (Cmd. 7628), have failed to result in agreement. The 
discussions were concerned with the amount which Poland will pay 
to United Kingdom claimants for compensation for nationalization 
and in respect of all forms of pre-war indebtedness where it would be 
agreed that a liability of the Polish Government exists. 

Although a measure of agreement was reached last August as to 
which claims are to rank for payment, it has not been found possible 
to reach agreement with the Polish financial delegation on the terms 
of settlement. 

In spite of the readiness of the creditors to settle at figures well 
below the value of their claims, the Polish Government have not put 
forward acceptable terms, and in view of the inadequacy of the 
amounts offered it has been found impossible to continue the negotia- 
tions.

HE Board of Trade has received a copy of an Executive Order, 

signed by the President of the Philippine Islands on November 29, 

1949, which revises certain rules and regulations on the control 
of imports of non-essential and luxury articles into the Philippines. 
(See notice in the Board of Trade Journal on January 22, 1949 (pages 
165 and 166), April 16, 1949 (page 805) and August 27, 1949 (page 
414). 

This Order provides that no article enumerated in the following 
list shipped after the effective date of the Order (i.e. December 1, 
1949) may be imported into the Philippine Islands without an import 
licence issued by the Import Control Board. 

The quantity or value of such luxury or non-essential articles that 
may be imported will be established by the Import Control Board 
in accordance with the percentage reduction shown in the list. 

Quotas will be allocated only to the importers duly registered for 
such articles as provided for in the Order on the basis of the respective 
quantities or values of their import of the article during the year 1948. 
Importers will not be permitted to transfer quotas fron, one article 
to another, but quotas may be transferred from one importer to 
another provided such importers are duly registered with the Import 
Control Board. Not more than 20 per cent. of the quota for each 
commodity is to be set aside to be allocated to Filipino importers 
who had no importation during the base period 1948, but who have 
been subsequently registered as importers of such articles. Provision 
is also made for the inclusion of aliens as new importers if they have 
actually imported and still continue to import any controlled article. 

An import licence will remain valid during the quota period in 
which it was issued. If, however, for justifiable cause satisfactory 
to the Import Control Board the shipment does not arrive in the 
Philippines during the period in which the licence was issued, the 
expiry date of the licence may be extended by the Board. 

Shipments covered by payments made by the importer prior to 
December 1, 1949, or by irrevocable letters of credit or authorities 
to purchase issued prior to that date, and so cert.fied by the issuing 
bank, will be permitted to enter the country but will be charged to 
present and/or future quotas of the importer for the same or other 
articles. Similar conditions will apply to goods in inland transit 
from point of origin, or on dock, lighter, or exporting vessel on 
December 1, 1949, if such circumstances can be proved by the im- 
porter to the satisfaction of the Import Control Board. Goods 
ordered or contracted for prior to December 1, 1949, by virtue of 
existing valid licences and/or quotas will also be allowed to enter the

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Indian Tariff Board Reports 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of two Resolutions, published in the Gazette of 
India on December 17, 1949, giving the Government of India’s 
decisions on the reports of the Tariff Board on the following industries 


Small Tools Industry 


No. 18 (3)-T/B/49.—The Tariff Board was asked to consider the 
claim of the Small Tools Industry for protection or assistance. The 
Board, having examined the matter, has submitted its Report. This 
deals with (a) Cutting tools, (b) Precision and measuring tools and 
(c) Machine tool accessories. 


The Board’s recommendations are as follows :— 


(1) When an indigenous small tool manufacturer is permitted to import 
special steels for the manufacture of small tools, so much of the import duty 
leviable thereon as is in excess of 5 per cent. ad valorem should be refunded 

(2) The Ministry of Industry and Supply should examine the complaints 
of the small tool manufacturers that the prices charged by the Disposals 
Directorate for high speed steel are on the high side and that they are 
compelled to purchase sizes larger than those actually required by them, 
as import licences for the actual sizes are sometimes not granted. The 
Ministry should take necessary steps to arrange for the supply of high speed 
steel at prices which are not higher than those at which such steel can be 
imported on payment of the lower duty which we have recommended and 
also see that, import licences are granted for such sizes of special steel as are 
not in the Disposals stocks or cannot be produced locally within a reasonable 
time. 

(3) Licences to import twist drills and reamers should not be granted on 
the basis of a percentage of the value of prewar imports but only for such 
special types and sizes of these tools as are not available in the country 
The import control on these tools should be administered in consultation 
with the Directorate General of Industries and Supplies 

(4) The present liberal policy in respect of imports of small tools other 
than twist drills and reamers from soft currency countries should be con- 
tinued. As the exchange position with hard currency countries continues 
to be difficult, Government should examine the feasibility of making a sub- 
stantial reduction in the 50 per cent. quota fixed for imports from such 
countries, particularly in respect of tools of the types and sizes which are 
manufactured and which are included within the scope of 
this inquiry 

(5) Government should consider the advisability of introduc

(11) Government should favourably consider the request for allotment 
of steel quotas to the small tools industry with due regard to the needs of the 
other users of the high speed steel produced in the country. 

(12) Government should consider the advisability of purchasing stocks 
of small tools, mainly reamers and gauges, lying unsold with the Praga Tools 
for Government requiremerts at prices which can be negotiated with the 
Corporation 

(13) The Government of India should take necessary steps for the re- 
mission of the 5 per cent. customs duty leviable on raw materials brought 
from outside the Hyderabad State by the Praga Tools for use in the manu- 
facture of srnall tools.

Cotton Textile Machinery 

No. 36(5)-T/B/49.—In compliance with the Government of India, 
Department of Commerce, Resolution No. 218-T(55)/45, dated 
July 13, 1946, the Tariff Board conducted an enquiry in 1947 into the 
claim of the Cotton Textile Machinery industry for protection. But 
that enquiry proved premature, and the Government of India, Ministry 
of Commerce, in Resolution No. 218-T/B/2/47, dated August 9, 1947 
(see Board of Trade Journal of September 13, 1947) promised a 
subsequent enquiry in 1948. The Tariff Board have accordingly 
conducted, earlier in 1949, an enquiry into the conditions of the 
industry engaged in making spinning ring frames, spinning rings, 
spindles and plain looms. ‘Their recommendations are as follows :— 


(1) That this industry should be protected for a period of three years, 
ending March 31, 1953 

(2) That a protective duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem should be imposed 
on imports of spinning ring frames, spinning rings, spindles and plain looms 
used in the cotton textile industry;

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granted in April 1947, was extended up to the end of March 1950. 
The Tariff Board has examined the question of continuance of pro- 
tection to this industry and submitted its Report. 

The Board’s recommendations are as follows :— 

(1) No serious effort has been made to increase production in order to 
meet the country’s demand for these chemicals. Nor has any evidence 
been adduced to show that the industry will, within a reasonable time, be 
able to augment its production and produce chemicals of the requisite 
quality. ‘The main producer in India ceased manufacture in March 1949. 
The total value of the requirements of the country in respect of phosphoric 
acid and sodium phosphate is small and not likely to exceed Rs. 3,50,000 
per annum In view of the above considerations, the existing protective 
duties should, with effect from April 1, 1950, be replaced by revenue duties 
at such rates as might be considered appropriate by the Government. 

(2) The request that a complete ban on imports should be introduced 
to enable the indigenous industry to restart production is not justified. 


Government accept these recommendations and steps will be taken 
to implement them. 


Excise Duties 


THE Indian Trade Journal of December 22, 1949, contains a copy 
of Notification 39—Central Excises, of December 10, 1949, issued 
by the Indian Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) which amends 
Notification 31, of October 29, 1949 (see Board of Trade Journal 
ef December 17, 1949, page 1214), as follows :— 

For the words “ in printing process ’’ substitute the words, “‘ in 
any textile printing, bleaching or sizing process.”’ 


Export Duty 


THE Indian Trade Journal of December 15, 1949, contains a copy of 
Notification No. 65—Customs, issued by the Ministry of Finance 
(Revenue Division), Government of India, on November 26, 1949, 
which exempts jute webbings, jute carpets and boiler packings made 
of jute from the increases in export duty imposed by Notification 
No. 51 of September 29, 1949 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
November 5, 1949, page 902). The duty on these types of jute 
goods will therefore revert to the previous rate of Rs. 80 per ton. 


Import Trade Control 


THE Indian Trade Journal of December 15, 1949, contains a copy 
of Public Notice No. 1 (29)—I.T.C./49, tssued by Ministry of Com- 
merce, Government of India, on December 1, 1949, which states 
that import licences for non-ferrous metals, falling under serial Nos. 
41 to 52 of Part 1 of the Import Control Schedule, issued for the 
shipping period July/December 1949, on or after September 1, 1949, 
will stand automatically valid up to March 31, 1950. 

These licences and licences issued on a date earlier than September 1, 
1949, will not, however, be revalidated for any further period and 
applicants who have not been able to utilize them in full must in the 
usual course apply for licences in the January/June 1950 period. 


Import of Ammunition Scrap 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New 
forwarded a copy of Notification No. 9(45)-I.T.C./47, issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce, Government of India, on December 17, 1949. 
This Notification states that in order that accidents may be avoided, 
it has been decided by the Government of India that hencetorth 
ammunition scrap such as brass, copper, aluminium, cupro-nickel, 
lead, zinc or steel scraps, containing empty or filled cartridge cases, 
shells, bullets, fuse bodies, primers, etc., will be allowed importation 
only if such scrap is first ingotted in the exporting country con- 
cerned prior to export and no live ammunition is mixed with the 
scrap. The shipping documents should state distinctly that it is 
only ingotted ammunition scrap that is being exported.

Licences for Imports 


THE Government of India, by a Press Note issued on December 23, 
1949, a copy of which has been forwarded by the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at New Delhi, draws attention to the fact that 
import licences issued by the Chief Controller of Imports do not 
absolve the licence holder from obtaining licences required under 
any other Acts. 

Licences tor the import of sulphur and potassium chlorate will 
therefore be granted only to applicants who are in possession of 
necessary permits under the Explosives Act or Arms Act, as necessary, 
and who produce certificates from the District Magistrate or the 
Superintendent or Commissioner of Police to that effect. 
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Portuguese Import Relaxations 


H's MAJESTY’S Representative at Lisbon reports the publication 

of a list of goods which the Portuguese Government have agreed 
to import without restriction under the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation scheme for the liberalization of European 
trade. These relaxations are effective as from January 9, 1950, and 
apply to imports from members of the O.E.E.C. only. 

Portuguese import licences will still be required for these goods for 
statistical purposes, but will be granted automatically and will confer 
on the importer the right to acquire currency immediately through a 
private bank.

Revalidation of Import Licences 


THE Burmese Ministry of Commerce has issued the following press 


communique (No. 51 of 1949), dated December 29, 1949 : 


All Import Licences (with Exchange Control Copies) dated 
October 1, 1949, and after, and valid up to December 31, 1949, in 
respect of which revalidation fees have been credited on or before 
January 31, 1950, are automatically extended up to June 30, 1950. 
The revalidation will have effect only from the date of payment of the 
revalidation fee and will not have retrospective effect. Revalidation 
fees paid in excess (i.e., fees paid in respect of goods shipped before 
December 31, 1949) will be refunded on submission of application 
to the Collector of Customs 


Importers are requested to credit the prescribed revalidation fees 
at the Custom House Treasury not later than January 31, 1950. 


Paraguay 
Import Ban on Motor Cars and Station Wagons 


HIS MAJESTY’S Representative at Asuncion has forwarded a copy 
of Paraguayan Decree No. 8689, of December 2, 1949, which estab- 
lishes a prohibition on imports of motor cars of any make, and passenger 
vehicles known as “ Station wagons’’ (Camionetas rurales)

Countries has further approved the following suggestions of the 
Export and Import Bureau of the Bank of Brazil, which, therefore, 
become operative : 

(i) to suspend the granting of licences to import sockets for carbon 
lamps; 

(ii) to grant licences on a six-monthly basis to import colouring 
materials and aluminium powder, of an impalpable type, when 
required by traditional importers, on the basis of average purchases 
effected during the period 1947/8 and provided they can be paid for 
in currency which 1s not scarce; 

(iii) to suspend the granting of licences to import goods, of whatever 
origin, connected with bias strips; 

(iv) to fix the following guiding principle for deciding applications 
to import boiler-cleaning materials : 


1. To grant licences to direct consumers, for payment in inconvert- 


ible currencies, imports being restricted to the equivalent of 


average purchases during the period 1946/8; 

2. To grant licences to distributors, for payment in inconvertible 
currencies, imports being restricted to the equivalent of average 
purchases during the period 1946/8; 


(v) to grant licences on a three-monthly basis, as from the beginning 
of 1950, for imports of “‘ tops ’’ for dolls’ hair, restricted to the equiva- 
lent of average purchases by interested parties during the period 
1946/8, so long as these are payable in inconvertible currencies.

Ecuador 
Revision of Exchange Control Regulations 


IT is reported by telegram from His Majesty’s Ambassador in Quito 
that in order to facilitate exports, the Ecuadorian Government by 
Emergency Decree of December 29, 1949, has authorized the Central 
Bank to pay exporters at the rate of Sucres 15 for each United States 
dollar or equivalent, instead of the present official rate of exchange 
(Sucres 13-50 1 United States dollar). 

A regulation issued by the Ecuadorean Monetary Board on January 
5, 1950, prohibits the importation of motor cars, silk and cotton textiles 
and alcoholic drinks, including whisky, except in direct exchange for 
certain exports such as timber. Many articles are transferred from 
List A to B and from List B to C ;_ the latter now includes woollen 
piece-goods. (The lists refer to the Ecuadorean Exchange and Import 
Control Law of June 5, 1947.)
